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Detailed Action 

1 . Claims 2-98 are presented for examination. 

2. Information disclosed and listed on PTO 1449 has been crossed off the IDS. The information 
has been read and placed in the file. The information is a statement by Applicant and not a prior 
art disclosure that can be considered as part of an IDS. However, because of Applicant's 
admission a requirement under 37 CFR § 1.105 has been made.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. § 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country, 
before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, 
more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), 
and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

6. Claims 2-98 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated by Hayek et al. 5 U.S. 
Patent 5,630,094. 

A) As to claims 2-98, Hayek et al. teaches a system that performs snoop ahead 

transactions (predictive snooping - see Abstract). Hayek et al. teaches that the system 
will generate a next sequential address to perform a snoop on the next sequential line (see 
Col 4 Lines 38-49), this snoop ahead transactions prevents wait or delay cycles from 
occurring. 

This rejection of the claims to Hayek et al. is made similarly to that made in parent 
application 08/851,666, and that rejection is incorporated here. As stated in Applicant's 
IDS submission, two Declarations under 37 CFR 1.131(b) were filed in that parent 
application to overcome this rejection. Those Declarations need to be refiled in this case 
because the Declarations must be directed to the particular claims in this case, which 
would overcome this present rejection as it did in the parent application.
